Whoever deserts thin faith ia a renegade. 
IJut, by refusing to support a parttcuhr 
ticket, one may bo a renegade or not, as 
the nomination represents or misrepresents 
the principles of the party; for it is to 
principles, not mou, that ono owes alle- i 
giauce. 


1. I challenge you to show a single word, 


written or spoken by me, that is not demo- 
cratic, aa democracy is expounded by Jef 
ferson, Madison, Mouroo, Jackson, or any 
other democratic orator or writer, until the 
bogus addreaa put forth by a convention of 
which your paper admitted that nut afi.w 
of its member had ncicr voted a dunouat 
IK ticket, or sat in a democratic convention 
before. 
When Auc/t a conieiilioH published 


a document deriving ita heretical doctrine's 
and ita muflled patriotism from tho address

democratic nomination for jrars, until he 
could no longer bo tailed iu the part), he- 
then published hia aildrefa which knocked 
the parly high and dry, and commented a 
new party do as to be legitimute!) in it.— 
So long as conventions met only to «»ndorbe 
his addrehb, he did stay in ; but tho iirnt 
nominating convention nominated Brown 
for congress and he bolted, and the first 
stale convention anw him attempt to palm 
off upon it, a lepublican, as candidate fur 
chief justice. 
As to Mr. lildredge, did he 


and Ichabod Codding, who would consider 
hiiiiM-lf inmilte'ti it tharged with ever hav- 
ing been a democrat, stump his county for 
the free soil tieket? 1 am told he did. Jt 
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democratic writings nnd history to ohow it 
unsound and falso. This address contra- 
dicts the doctrines of our party, and con- 
demns the conduct of our most distinguish- 
ed party loaders; and, to opposo it is, iu 
my opinion, adhering to aud not abandon- 
ing democracy.

From that time till the 
assault upon Fort Surapter by nnned trea- 
son, I supported every democratio nomi- 
nation for national or state office, with 
voice, vote and money, and to this hour, I 
have never voted tt whig, freo soil, republi- 
can, fusion, union or people's ticket, when 
the rebellion came, I v/as willing to follow 
tho counsels ot pouglas, and bnry party 
till tho country should be secured from 
danger. 
This would not have made tne a 


renegade to party. You labor at yuur pd 
itorial duties six days ; observing the Sab- 
bath, you abstain from la.bor on the seventh 
day, but you are not for tlmt reason u ren 
egade from your editorial character ou 
Sunday—you simply waive it for a day.— 
So during tbia war we could have dropped 
party, without bcingderelict to it. But the 
republicans would not permit this. In this 
congressional district they refused to co 
into a union convention ; but would nnd 
did ha%o party convention and candidate. 
Of cour&e tho co operation of democrats 
was impossible. Tho so-called Union and 
republican atate conventions of 18bl were 
so commingled,—succeeding each other 
with just enough clmiige of soeue to give 
the necessary stage effect,—that their nom- 
inations could only be regarded as a suc- 
cessful party trick. A different line of 
policy would have united all loyal men in 
ono organization. It is now "too late.— 
Parties must exist, and it becomes tho duty 
of democrats to do all iti tbe>ir power to 
keep their own party in harmony with its 
principled, loyal to the government, by 
whomsoever administered, to tho end of 
this war.

The Great Meeting In Kan«ai. 


The camp meeting at Paola, called by 


Jim Lane, was held on the 8th inst. 
Over 


3509 armed men were present, and hun- 
dreds wore prevented from going by Scho- 
field's order, the rain, and the insecurity of 
the people, as another raid by Quautrel ie 
threatened. The leading men of the state 
were there. The resolutions denounce Ew- 
ing, ScboGeld and Gamble, aud their policy 
which gives immunity to secession sympa- 
thizers, and exposes radical loyalists to 
maisacro. They declare that military com- 
manders can convert rebel assassins, only 
as civil courts convert convicted murderers, 
by killing them ; they demand a change of 
commanders and an offensive Instead of a 
defensive mode of warfare against bush- 
whackers and traitors; a vlgilanco commit- 
tee was appointed to protect the border, 
and another committee to join one appoint- 
ed in Missouri, to visit Washington to urge 
the removal of the commander of the de- 
partment. It will thus bo seen that wise 
counsels prevailed, and that no war on the 
constituted military authorities was recom- 
menfted, but measures were taken to indued 
the government to protect Kansas and pun-! 
ish the guilty assassins who have spread 
mourning over that patriotic aud liberty- 
loving state.

The evidence 
of a willingness on the part of republicans 
to support democrats who are true to their 
country is found in the fact that they have 
democrats on their state ticket for three of 
the most important oflicea iu the state, and 
in the support they have always given to 
every democratic civil or military olficer who 
haa faithfully discharged his duty. However, 
this is an immaterial matter in Mr. Carpen- 
ter's letter, and we only allude to it to re.

Would you, if in your power, put down tho 
rebellion by force, and ayainst the wishes 
of the rebels?" 


Theae, and other questions in tho letter, 


the News refuses to answer, characterising 
them as "side issues " unworthy of ita at- 
tention. Loyal men will regard them as 
wholly and especially pertinent, and the re- 
fusal to answer will be attributed to au in- 
ability to give a satisfactory reply. They 
contain the very pith of the matter in con- 
troversy.

The ex- 


cesa, in all cases, is calculated by tho de- 
partment on the basis of three years' men. 


On examining, however, the detailed 


statement of this c?lculation, received from 
the Adjutant General's ollico at Washing- 
ton, it is found that his figures fail to give 
this state oredit for a considerable number 
of men belonging to different organizations, 
and also for the substitutes for drafted men, 
who went into old regiments, all amounting 
to about 1,-lQO three years' men. A full 
and careful statement of this matter ia be- 
it)!? prepared, and will be forwarded to 
Washington, immediately, and will doubt- 
less be allowed, so that the final amount of 
excess to bo allowed to tho state will be 
about 4,000 men. 


Whatever this excess is, it ia to bo, ac- 


cording to tho system adopted by the de- 
partment, deducted from the total number 
of enrolled men of the 1st class in the Htato, 
und one-fifth of tho remainder are to be 
drafted. Thia, according to the best data 
at hand for calculation, would make the 
number to be drafted from this congression- 
al district about '2,500, Of course, where 
,owns have hirtiishtd largely heretofore, 
,hoy have less of tho 1st class men re- 
maining, and their ono fifth will be less 
,han that of towns which have not hereto- 
'ore furnished BO largely, and have more 1st 
closs men remaining ; eo that, to rv certain 
extent, towns will after all got credit for the 
numbers heretofore went. 


Governor Salomon holds that, instead of 


deducting tho excess from the whole of the

M. H. Carpenter to the Milwansee News, 
which wa commend to the attention of everj 
reader. < We dissent from his position that

At the 
adjutant general's office, in Washington 
we are credited with 24,725 men as an off 
set to the above, being an excess of 2,972, 
Our quota under the call of"July 2d, 1862, 
was 11,904.' We are credited with famish- 
ing 13 regiments and 1.G70 recruits for olc 
regiments, making 14,230 men, so that 
down to the call of August Gth, 18G2, for 
11,904 nine months' men, we are credited 
with an excess of 5,298 men,—three years 
men. Next comes'this last call, for 11,90-1. 
nine months' men; and here we are credit 
ed with one regiment (3<ttb) of 958 men 
showing a deficiency of 10,946 nine months 
tneu. tlpon the basis of the above figures 
multiplying the excess (of three years' men' 
by 4, to reduce it to nine months' men, we 
have 31,192; from which deduct the defi 
cienoy of niue months' men. (10,946) anc 
we have an excess of 10,246 nine months 
men, 
or 2,561 three yean' men, which is th 


actual excess now credited to the state b; 
tbe adjutant general, U. S. A., as furnished 
to tho provost marshal general.

On examining; however, the detailet 


statement of this calculation, received from 
the Adjutant General's office at Washing 
ton, it is found that his figures fail tu giv 
this state oredit for a considerable numbe 
of men belonging to different organizations 
and also for the substitutes for drafted men, 
who went into old regiments, all amounting 
to about 1,400 three years' men. A full 
and careful statement of this matter is be- 
ing prepared, and will be forwarded to 
Washington, immediately, and will doubt-, 
less be allowed, so that the final amount of 
excess to bo allowed to the state.will be 
about 4,000 men. 


Whatever this excess is, it is to be, ac- 


cording to the system adopted by the de- 
partment, deducted from the total number 
of enrolled meu of the 1st class in the state, 
and one-fifth of the remainder are to be 
drafted.
